The old 
one was act.ed*opou for the reason that 
it filled all the requirem ents named 
by (law. 
All of the members of council and 
the School Board were were present 
at the m eeting last night 
May or Hall 
presided. 
The m otion granting the 
petition 
was 
made by Councilman 
Frazee. 
Gates Sex ton, president of the School 
Board, in a talk to council said that 
140,000 was all that the board would 
ask for. because the members believed 
th at after the insurance on the old 
building was 
collected, the $15,500 
together w ith what money the Board 
then had on hands would be sufficient 
to build a suitable eight or ten room 
graded school building. 
Upon motion of Councilman Frazee, 
Tuesday , May 29 th, was fix ed as the 
day upon wihch the election is to be 
held. 
The polls will open at 6 a. m. 
and close at 6 p. m and the voting 
' 
places will be the same as at the last 
«*—•-oitff. ejection. 
May 29 th is the earliest 
date upon which the election may be 
held on account of the fact that three 
weeks’ publication must be given. 
Councilmen Ball, Young and Rey ­ 
nolds were appointed a committee, 
which in company w ith the members 
of the School Board w ill go to Shelby - 
ville, Indianapolis, Muucie, M arion 
and other points tomorrow for the pur­ 
pose of inpecting school buildings. 
The members of the School 
Board 
are unanim ously in favor of building 
tw o 
buildings. 
The 
Third 
ward 
building, it is said, cost only about 
$15,000, and the hoard believes that it 
can build an eight or ten room graded 
school for $18,000 or $20,000, and a 
large, modern and substantial high

Monday , 
Judge J. L. McMaeter. of the Superior 
Court No. 1 at Indianapolis granted 
the decree and held th at the recent 
decision of the United States Supreme 
court, that a court acting under State

Washington. May 8.—The situation 
of the railroad rate bill has taken an­ 
other decided change. 
At the same 
time there was an additional step 
toward final agreement as to what the 
judicial rev iew amendment shall be 
The Allison compromise proposition 
met with such determined opposition 
from those senators who hav e fought 
against a “broad” court rev iew, that 
despite President Roosev elt’s accept­ 
ance of it and his declaration that 
other prov isions he had adv ocated 
were not v ital, an agreement was 
reached by which sev eral restrictions 
will be placed on the rev iew proposi­ 
tion. 
These were agreed upon in 
consequence of many informal confer­ 
ences on the floor of the senate dur­ 
ing the debate. 
The result is that in 
return for the amendment conferring 
jurisdiction on circuit courts to rev iew 
orders of the commission, friends of 
the bill demanded, and by agreement 
of senate leaders, will secure counter- 
concessions as follows: 
“That no order of the commission 
shall be suspended or set aside by an 
interl icutory order or decree without 
a hearing had on the application there­ 
for, unless at least fiv e days’ notice 
shall be giv en to the commission of 
the time and place fixed for said hear­ 
ing; 
“That no such order shall be made 
unless two judges of the court to 
which application is made shall con 
cur in such interlocutory order or de­ 
cree; 
“That an appeal from such inter­ 
locutory order or decree may be taken 
within thirty days from the entry 
thereof, but shall lie only to the su­ 
premo court of the United States; 
“T1 at the rate making section of 
the bill shall not be amended. 
Senator Allison’s return to the sen­ 
ate Monday after a brief illness had 
much to do with the additional agree­ 
ments. 
It was said during his illness 
that the compromise proposition which 
bears his name was giv en publicity. 
While he made no complaint against
